As Christ's Birthday nears, the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America has sounded a call for less commercialism

The Council is right, of course. The true meaning of Christ- 
|mas is the spirit that prompts the giving, not the gifts them- 
selves. And there is no question that on occasion, the reindeer 
bearing Santa and his bag of toys seem to overtake the camel 
| caravan of the Three Kings of the Orient. 

Nevertheless, it was the Three Wise Men who first came 
bearing gifts on Christmas Day, and it was their happy thought 
that has prompted Christians to do the same ever since. Some 


| not Christmas. Christmas is a time of joy; of peace, goodwill, 
giving and Sharing. Turkey and tinsel surely are no more out 
of place than gold and frankincense and myrrh. 

The Council is right, of course—but perhaps unduly con- 
cerned, For it's difficult for even the most erreverent ever to 
forget the Christmas story.
